Tae following are the objects of the new’ 
bill introducad into the Legielative Connoil 
of the Straits Settlements for the appros- 
sion of Secret Socictics :-—The object of this 
Bill is to inveat the Government. with fuller 
powers of controlling and suppressing what 
aro known as Dangerous Societies, “Every . 
society of more than two persons, with cer- 
tain exceptions, will bo unlawful unless 
registerod under the Ordinatico, and uo s0- 
ciety can ba ao registered without the pre. 
vious approval of the Governor in Council 
(clauses 5 & 6). Exiting societies register- 
ed under tho existing law moat obtain that” 
approral and reyister themselves within 
three monthn afterthe commencement of tha 
Ordinance, in default of so doing they be-° 
come unlawful socities, Penalties are int 
posed on porsons managing orassiating in the 
management of an unlawful society, and in. 
addition they may be banished by order of* 
the Governor,in Council (clause 7). Per- 
sons being members of, or attending mest- 


-|ings of, or allowing their premises to be 


used for the purposes of an unlawful ao- 
cisty, are subject to punishment (olausea 8 
& 9), but no prosecution is to be instituted 
wider the Ordinance without the Attorney- 
General's iat (clause 10). Tho proof that 
asociety iaan unlawful one is facilitated 
(clause 10) by throwing the onus on the 
acougod of shewing that the society is not 
ono that requires registration, For this 
purpose, the accused is empowered to give 
evidence on his own bohalf (clause 16). 
The Governor in Council may dissolve a 
eoticly, and thereupon its property will - 
veat in the Official Assigneo in Bankruptcy, 
or some other Officer appoiited for the 
oconsion, whose duty it will be to divide it 
amongst tho members. In case of dif- 
ficulty, he wil! apply to the Supreme‘Court 
(clauses 11 & 12) Power is given to the 
Rogiatrars to aummon before them persons 
who tan xive any information respecting 
the existenco of any unlawful society or the 
operations of any society (clause 16),

THE HONGKONG VOLUNTEERS ON 
THE WARPATH. 

Yesterday the Hongkong Vo'nnteers had 
thoir Thoxing-Day outing, and instead of 
sponding the day idly they doveted them 
selves to.suine gun practice of u very useful 
sortand involving pretty hard work, There 
was notse large a turnout as waa at first 
expueted, but this was dug in some measure 
to mail work. The force cogsisted 0° four 
guns avd the offictrasiggsent were Major 
Tripp, (commandant), Captain McCallum, 
Lieut. Hawkins (adjutant), Lient. Woolley, 
Lieut, Holmes, Lieut, Denson, and Sur- 
geon-Major Cantlie. The work cut out for 
tho duy was that of agsisting in ropelling » 
supposed attack on Yaumati, The scheme 
was o3 followa :— 

‘A mixed force of the enomy (artillery and 
infantry) ia aivancing on Yaumati from 
tho direction of Kowloon by the dofile at 
tho back of Association Range at 1130 
am. Having crowned the heighta on 
cither side with infantry, it altempts to 
debsuch from the defile. deployiny to both 
flanks. under cover of a battery eatablished 
in the rocky kuoll in front, The Hong- 
kong Volunteers’ battery (7 pdrs) is part of 
a fores of infantry and artillery ordered to 
attack and drivo back the enemy inte 
tho defile. At 11.30 um, it comes 
into action to the left of the Obsvevatory, 
and is told off to cannonada that section of 
the enemy's line on the lower ground to 
the loft of the knoll. to cover the advance 
ofthe infantry. The attack succerds in 
driving hack the enemy's infantry on hath 
flanks and puctially silencing the gana; 
and at nion the batkery in ordered te ad- 
vance ton becend pusition about 500 yards 
to the Front to auppert the closa attiek an 
the enemy's position, While in this posi- 
tion it ruceives and ropulses a counter- 
attatty of the enemy and then “continues its 
firo anti! masked by the advance of the in- 
fantry, It then advances ta the captured 
position to fire on tho chomy’s line of re- 
treat. Targets will represent a battery on 
tho left slopo of thy knell, an infantry os- 


cort in extonded order in front of it, and 
-evoral companies of the onemy’s infantry 
deployed ur tho left of the battery, the 
counter-attack at close quarters, and possi- 
bly alse a amall coluwy retiring through 
tho defile.’ * e 

The little foreo landed at Kowloon about 
10.30, the men being taken over in a steam 
Jaunch and the guns ina lighter. «The gune, 
which were undur the charge uf Sorgeants 
Dipple, Oabarns, McBrcen, and Scott, 
having been linbered were at once taken 
tothe fiest position, the hill to the left of 
the Observatury, where they were to open 
fire on the envmy. The rough, steep 
ground made it by an meaus ousy wark to 
drag the guna to their places, and the fierce 
glare of the aun from a cloudless sky made 
tho exertions of tho corpa all the more 
fatiguing. The guns too were apder- 
roannod, thore being ouly six men to each. 
Tho men however entered heartily into the 
work and accmmplished it inn most soldior- 
liko manuer. Iy was essential te the suc- 
cess of tho operations that thu battery 
should ba planted in the fi st position 
before being observed by theenomy. In 
order to ascortain whether this would ba 
accomplishud a watch was kept frum the 
enemy’s position for tho first indication of 
the presence of the Votuuteors, which wa 
to be announeed by firing a shot. Captain 
McCallum, to whom the task was assigned, 
acleated a route which affurded good cover, 
and the men having been ordered to divest 
thomsolvos of thoir white helmets and 
don thoir forage caps procoeded warily 
to their destination. Tho guns wero 
got into position and overythiug was 
put in readiness for opening fire withont 
any indication from tho enemy’s posi- 
tion that the Volunteers had been 
seon, and indeed it was ouly when the Vo. 
lunteer bugler blew a warwing that the 
shot from the enemy’s position was fired. 
Major Tripp having at this etago taken 
eonmonnd of the battery, assisted by Lieut, 
Hawkins, after a few trial sh.te which 
served to give an idea of the distance (about 
1050 yards) the Volunteera got their fire 
right into the cnemy’a position, and after 
about an hour succeeded in putting three 
of the enemy’s four guns out of action, A 
Inne target on the right, representing a 
body of infantry coming through the defile, 
was then tired on. The first two shots were 
too high, but from the damago done by two 
succeeding shots, one of whieh atrack the 
target on the right side aud the other on 
the left they were judged to have been 
sufficient tu dispose uf this portion of the 
invading force. After this high'y satisfac. 
tory work the Volunteers preceeded to tuke 
their guna to the seeund positioa, with the 
object of dispusing of the remaining gun of 
the enemy's batiery and-driving t e escort 
on the right back through the deflle. The 
guna were taken dowh through the wool 
to the road, where they were limbered 
again and dragged to the second position. 
On the way, ‘some: much-needed ‘refresh. 
ment was provided for the men by tho 
indefatigable Quartermaster BIchta. Keep- 
ing as~much os” pocgiblo under cover tho 
Volunteers brought their guns inte position 
fon the wonded knoll, with o degree sf 
smartness and an absence of fuss highly 
creditable alike to ufficers aud mun. From
